. Modern school DdmlnLilriitors have 
accented the group - plan In the 
classrooms. Thl.i plan Is mciint to 
bo an approach to Individual In- 
struction but from what I see and 
hear It works out as a sure method 
ot producing waste and confusion. It 
fs likely to reduce the teacher to 
acuto fatigue. 

The community builds k fine 
modern school hoplnK by thoit 
mcan.1 .tn.prnvlric tho-tMjit, poulbls- 
education for each child. The gym- 
nasium, the pool. thc ahopS. tho 11- 
brory, the studios are symbols ot 
that hope. Then the admlnlstraton 
turn every classroom Into a district 
school by decreeing that there shall 
be no class Instruction. The class 
must be divided Into numerous 
groups enoh doing something differ- 
ent while the teacher devote con- 
centrated attention to one oftbese 
groups. 

This presupposes that the pupils 
In tho elementary grades have self- 
control Jp a degree where they are 
Bclt-helptul and self-dlrectcd. That 
Is Impossible. Years ot training and 
experience under skilled teachen 
must pass before that can be as-' 
sured. .We are fortunate if It Is ac- 
quired- by the lilgh school students. 

Oroup instruction was right In 
the old one-room schooL There the 
teacher was forced to train the old- 
er pupUs OS helpers and that was 
all to the good for the children and 
for the teacher. But hi a well-grad- 
.ed school grouping Is apt to result 



contusion, haphazard 



In wnstc, 
learning. 

Common sense demands the con- 
servation of the teachers' health. To 
teach and supervise 35 to 10 chil- 
dren In groups, working and playing 
Individually or In small units Is too 
much of a strain on her and too 
likely to %vaste the precious learn- 
ing time of the'chlldren. 

The pupils of. the higher grades 
having been taught and trained to 
good working habits, may work In 
groups ir there aro not too~man"y" 
units In thff classroom. These boys 
and glcis can make good use of ref- 
erence books but the close, super- 
vision of the- teacher Is nniessary. 

We believe Individual Instruction 
Is essenUal In any school. If the 
teacher can Umlf the number ol 
tho groups she must manage, this 
can be done. There must be tlmel' 
In the ^ay when tho teacher han- 
dles the .class as a unit. Class unity 
Is a great help to InstrucUon and 
dlsclpUne. .They can sing together; 
they can receive Instruction,- say In 
arithmetic, at a class. 

After-class InstrucUon those who 
fall can have Individual Instruction 
while those who can work alone suc- 
cessfully do 10. UntU the class Indl- 
cotes they can be self-helptul they 
must be under class control.
